Hatters owners fall 
behind in club deal

LUTON Town's owners are more than 
a year behind schedule and have 
defaulted twice in paying for the club, 
we can reveal. 

The ‘Luton 2020’ consortium paid an 
initial £1.085 million for the Hatters in 
July 2008, with a further £50,000 chunk 
arriving on time two months later along 
with £490,000 payable in January 2010. 

According to an annual creditors report 
- dated January 24, 2011 - by the liquida¬ 
tors of former club owners Luton Town 
Football Club Limited, ‘by January 2010 
it soon became clear that Luton 2020 
would be unable to make the payment 
on the due date. 

‘The liquidators entered into an agree¬ 
ment with Luton 2020 to spread the pay¬ 
ments over 2010.’ 

Once again the deadline could not be 
met so, last November, the agreement 
was renegotiated to reduce the monthly 
payments and extend the repayment 
period to March 1, 2011. 

By November 16, 2010, the total pay¬ 
ments made by Luton 2020 were 
£315,000. Since then a further £90,000 
has been paid, leaving a total of £135,000 
outstanding from the overall £1.625 mil¬ 
lion price. 

Whenever the club fails to meet its 
deadlines for payments, the liquidators 
talk to a three-man committee which rep¬ 
resents the creditors to decide what 
course of action to take. 

One possible avenue is to petition Luton 
2020 to wind it up, but in this case that 
outcome seems unlikely as the money 
owed is gradually being paid - albeit 
behind schedule. 

Mazars’ joint liquidator, Martin 
Pickard, said: “I’m hoping they pay in 


accordance with the last agreement. If 
they don’t, I have legal redress to get the 
money in. At times you have to use tools 
to do so. 

“By and large they’ve made the pay¬ 
ments. They’ve defaulted twice, and 
we’ve had to sort it out. 

“Theoretically speaking, if they default 
again and did not go into administra¬ 
tion, we can petition to wind them up. 

“I’d much sooner Luton 2020 stuck to 
the agreements and paid off its debts.” 

Luton 2020 took over in 2008 after the 
Hatters entered administration for the 
third time in eight years. 

In July of that year, then League One 
Luton Town lost their appeal against a 
ten point penalty for financial irregulari¬ 
ties and were deducted 20 points after 
failing to satisfy the Football League’s 
insolvency rules. 

They were relegated to non-league 
football in May 2009, but are at present 
pushing hard for promotion back to 
League Two and in the quarter finals of 
the FA Trophy. 

We made efforts to speak to fans’ 
groups Trust in Luton and Loyal Luton 
but they did not respond. 

When contacted by LoS on Friday, club 
managing director Gary Sweet said: “I’m 
really busy. Can we speak later? I’m just 
going into a meeting. I’m not going to be 
around to answer anything like that.” 

Since the turn of the year the club, who 
say their cornerstones are ‘openness, 
honesty and transparency’, have persist¬ 
ently refused to comment on the current 
status of their stadium relocation feasi¬ 
bility study. 

A spokesman for Kenilworth Road sta¬ 
dium landlord Luton Borough Council 
was unable to say if the club had default¬ 
ed on its rent payments. Asked why 
Luton 2020 defaulted on the payments, 
Mr Pickard added: “They said they didn’t 
have the money and I believe them.” 



Challenge 
to schools 
project axe 
is upheld 

A LEGAL challenge by Luton 
Borough Council over the scrap¬ 
ping of a schools rebuild project 
has been upheld by the High 
Court. 

The council, along with five 
others across the country, on 
Friday won a Judicial Review over 
the decision to halt the Building 
Schools for the Future (BSF) 
programme. 

The £300 million BSF develop¬ 
ment of 11 schools in the town 
was axed in July by Secretary of 
State for Education Michael 
Gove. 

The council claimed this was 
unlawful and unfair, with the 
council losing £3.6 million in 
liabilities for the aborted work. 

Some schools were only weeks 
away from seeing work started 
when the funding was pulled 
nationally. 

In a statement, the council said: 
‘We acknowledge that the 
Government and the entire pub¬ 
lic sector are currently operating 
in uniquely difficult times. 

‘However, we had a responsibili¬ 
ty to stand up for the children of 
Luton and fight for the town’s 
future. This investment in our 
schools is vital if we are to contin¬ 
ue to improve educational stan¬ 
dards in Luton. 

‘We welcome the opportunity 
to have the decision reconsidered 
to work towards reinstatement of 
the building programmes at 
Cardinal Newman and Stopsley 
High Schools as quickly as 
possible.’ 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said on the substan¬ 
tive points he concluded that it 
was a rational decision and that 
the authorities involved had “no 
expectation of being allowed to 
proceed with their projects.”

CLOSURE of a youth centre, cuts to 
food inspections, pavement repairs 
and noise patrols are just some of 
the budget proposals to be dis¬ 
cussed this week. 

Luton Borough Council’s execu¬ 
tive met on Wednesday night and 
agreed the budget proposals as they 
stand. 

Notable plans, to be discussed at 
full council on Wednesday, include: 

■ £58,000 cut on food inspections 

■ £116,000 cut in pavement 
repairs 

■ £53,000 reduction to trading 
standards 

■ £65,000 scrap on noise patrols 

■ £65,000 closure of Welbeck 
Youth Centre and a reduction on

A MUSLIM leader handed an olive 
branch to the English Defence 
League by offering to meet to 
discuss their differences. 

Qadeer Baksh, chairman of Luton 
Islamic Centre, approached EDL 
head Tommy Robinson with a view 
to setting up a meeting. 

In an exclusive interview with 
Luton on Sunday ; Mr Robinson said 
he was in discussions with both the 
Islamic Centre and Luton Borough 
Council to organise a meeting and 
was willing to have a ‘cup of tea’ 
with them. 

Last Saturday, up to 2,000 mem¬ 
bers of the EDL marched peacefully 
through Luton town centre as part 
of a ‘homecoming parade’ as Luton 
is where the group was formed. 

Mr Robinson, real name Stephen 
Lennon, told LoS : “They were all 
there last week when I was doing a 
TV interview and we exchanged 
numbers to discuss starting a 
dialogue between us and them 
about what we can do about prob¬ 
lems and what we are unhappy 
about. 

“Maybe come to an understand¬ 
ing and they can help us to learn

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr 
David Franks said: “This £58,000 
cut on food inspections represents 
a vacant food premises inspector 
post which has proved very difficult 
to fill. The money has been used to 
engage agency inspectors to fill the 
gap. 

“It is inevitable therefore that 
removing this budget will lead to 
fewer food premises inspections. 
Not a good move as the number of 
hot food takeaways is increasing.” 

When speaking about the Welbeck 
Youth Centre, he said: “The need for 
personal advice and guidance for 
young people has never been more 


more about their religion and they 
can understand how we feel about 
what is linked to their community. 

“We are talking with Luton 
Borough Council about how we can 
sort it out. 

“We want to sit down and have a 
cup of tea with them.” 

Mr Baksh said: “I saw him when 


needed. They have already closed 
the Starlight Youth Club so this is a 
double blow to a service which was 
making real progress in providing 
support to youngsters.” 

At the executive meeting on 
Wednesday night, Cllr Robin Harris 
said: “Our prime aim was to min¬ 
imise the impact on front line serv¬ 
ices. 

“Most are coming from the back 
officers. I think we have done what 
we said to defend front line services. 

“Together we have helped create 
efficiencies and savings to defend 
what the people of Luton value. For 
example, savings of £60,000 does 
not mean fewer services but more 
efficient services.”

cessful in making them change 
their views entirely but if we can 
make them change their views 
about Luton and the Muslim com¬ 
munity here then that would be 
ideal.” 

Mr Robinson also told LoS that 
the EDL could one day become a 
political party.

One day it 
might be an option for us to 
become political but I’m not fit to 
lead a country. I don’t claim to be a 
politician or an angel.” 

He also said he thought there were 
more people at the march than the 
police claimed. 

He said: “We had 45 50-seater 
coaches with people on, that’s 2,000 
without minibuses or people from 
Luton. At the end of the day we all 
marched peacefully.” 

A Luton council spokesman said: 
“We are aware there is a call on 
behalf of different individuals from 
the two sides to get together to 
begin a dialogue. 

“The council needs to decide for 
itself whether we would be happy 
to act as an independent mediator.” 


Businesses count cost of avoiding march grief 


EDL chief offers to have cup 
of tea’ with Muslim leaders

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BUSINESSES in Luton paid the 
price as many shut last week 
because of the march by the English 
Defence League (EDL). 

Around 1,500 EDL members 
walked from High Town to St 
George’s Square, next to the Town 
Hall, on February 5 and many shops 
and offices chose not to open, 
instead boarding up their windows. 

Mark Richards (pictured left), 
owner of bakery Don Millers, said 
there was no point in opening on 
the Saturday and as a result he lost 
a ‘lot of money’. 

He said: “I lost a whole day’s trad¬ 
ing on Saturday and I had the shop 
boarded up in case it got smashed 
up since it would not have been 
covered by the insurance. If you 
don’t spend it you can lose out as 
well. I lost a lot of money. 

“I think protesters should have to 


pay a bond if it’s known it will cause 
problems. 

“Apart from the businesses, it puts 
people of the town out as well.” 

Jon Spencer, co-owner of noodle 
stall Thai-Pan, said that because the 
number of protesters and opposi¬ 
tion descending on the town were 
unknown he decided not to open. 

He said: “We were told that it was 
our discretion whether to open or 
not but we were advised not to. We 
decided it was better not to operate 
and pulled out of doing so on Friday 
afternoon. We lost a day’s takings.” 

When talking about the amount 
spent on the policing operation, he 
said: “It’s ridiculous the amount 
spent, I could spend £1 million on 
better things than guarding a lot of 
thugs. You could fill the potholes or 
invest in infrastructure.” 

Chief superintendent Mike 


Colbourne, Luton’s divisional com¬ 
mander, said after the protest: “I’d 
like to thank everyone involved in 
the planning and execution of the 
operation, all our partner agencies 
and in particular the community 
mediators who volunteered to help 
us communicate in potentially 
hazardous circumstances.” 

Luton council leader Hazel 
Simmons said after the march: 
“Living in a democracy means that 
people have a right to air their 
views no matter how objectionable 
we may find those opinions. 

“I would naturally have preferred 
that the demonstrations of today 
had not happened, but I take com¬ 
fort in the fact that we have over¬ 
come today’s challenges so well 
together and demonstrated that 
community cohesion remains 
strong.”

The officer, who is based 
at Luton Police Station, 


was not asked to enter a 
plea. 

He was told his case is to 
be transferred to the crown 
court, where a plea and 
case management hearing 
will take place in early May. 
He was granted uncondi¬ 
tional bail. 


Councillor to apologise for not 
treating resident with respect

A COUNCILLOR has been ordered to 
apologise to a resident after it was 
found she had ‘not treated him with 
respect'. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Jenny Davies 
received an email from Luton resident 
John Shakespeare on August 12 last year 
regarding an article in The Sun newspa¬ 
per. 

The front page story concerned bene¬ 
fits claimant Theresa Winters, the Luton 
mother of 14 who once said she would 
carry on having children until social 
services let her keep one. 

Ms Winters’ case was revealed exclu¬ 
sively in 2009 by our sister paper, Luton & 
Dunstable Express, the day before The 
Sun picked up on it. 

In his email to Cllr Davies, Mr 
Shakespeare described himself as a ‘fed 
up taxpaying citizen’. 


She wrote in response: “Dear whoever- 
you-are, I haven’t the slightest idea what 
you are talking about. I do not and would 
not read The Sun - indeed I would not 
give houseroom to that disgusting piece 
of lavatory paper. 

“Nor would I waste my time checking 
the website of any (Rupert) Murdoch 
paper - any more than I would have Sky 
TV or pay for any Murdoch product.” 

Mr Shakespeare complained and the 
matter was referred to an adjudication 
panel following an investigation by one 
of Luton Borough Council’s senior legal 
officers, who found Cllr Davies failed to 
comply with the authority’s Code of 
Conduct for Members. 

On January 20, it was found Cllr Davies 
had not treated Mr Shakespeare with 
respect in her email response to him. She 
was reprimanded and told to send a writ¬ 
ten apology, with 28 days to appeal. 

A council spokesman said it would not 
be appropriate to comment. 

Cllr Davies failed to respond by the 
time Luton On Sunday went to press.

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Doctor to end his career still 
denying fault for cancer death

Pregnancy treatments on 
hold as money runs short

THE GP whose patient died 
after he missed her cancer 
signs eight times has chosen to 
take himself off the doctors’ 
register. 

Dr Navin Shankar, formerly of 
Wigmore Lane Health Centre, 
Luton, was last August told he 
could carry on practising in 
2012 despite being found guilty 
of serious conduct in the case 
of 26-year-old Nicola Sams. 

The former GP frequently 
ignored Nicola’s pleas for hos¬ 
pital checks between 1999 and 
2004 before she was diagnosed 
with cervical cancer in 2006 
having been transferred from 
his practice. 

Dr Shankar had already been 
suspended for a separate case 
of serious misconduct involv¬ 
ing a nine-day-old baby. Nicola 
(above right), who worked as a 
sales advisor for Luton on 
Sunday, died 12 months later. 

Last week Dr Shankar’s appli¬ 
cation for voluntary erasure 


was granted, meaning he can 
no longer practise in the UK. 
But this week he said he was 
‘not at fault’ for Nicola’s death. 

Nicola’s father, Mike Sams, 
said: “I think this stance shows 
Dr Shankar to be totally incom¬ 
petent as a doctor. Missing the 
red flag symptoms of this 
dreadful complaint at least 
eight times is a disgrace. 

“It sickens me to hear that he 
thinks ‘it isn’t his fault’. Whose 
fault is it? He just cannot grasp 
what he has done.” 


Last August, a professional 
panel at the General Medical 
Council (GMC) did not strike 
off the 59-year-old, but said he 
could be practising again in 18 
months if he met certain con¬ 
ditions. 

When asked why he no longer 
wanted to be on the register, Dr 
Shankar (above), of Old Bedford 
Road, said: “I was blamed for 
the death of Nicola Sams. 

“I retired in 2006, and then I 
was suspended. 

“It was ridiculous. 


“That is why - because of the 
case, and her father, he was 
blaming me for her death. 

“If I wanted, I could have 
returned to practise. But I had¬ 
n’t worked for so long, so I had 
to find a training practice and 
I’ve got to meet the conditions. 

“I was probably a scapegoat. I 
was very upset about the whole 
thing. Now I can say things 
because I am a free man. 

“The system probably failed 
Nicola. The GMC should have 
clarified that at no stage was I 
at fault. I shouldn’t have been 
blamed for it.” 

Mr Sams said: “One of Nicola’s 
wishes was ‘Dad, stop this man 
so he can’t do this to anybody 
else’. She will be pleased. 

“Obviously this has not hap¬ 
pened in the correct way, as he 
should have been removed by 
the GMC.” 

GMC director Paul Philip said: 
“The case of Nicola Sams is 
tragic and we want to express 
our sympathy to her family. 

“Fitness to practise panels 
reach their decisions inde¬ 
pendently having considered 
all the evidence.” 


WOMEN seeking fertility 
treatment will have to wait 
until April before they are 
considered because of a 
massive overspend. 

In a letter sent to all GPs in 
Luton, and leaked to Luton on 
Sunday, it states NHS Luton 
has already spent £1.7 million 
more than it should have this 
year. 

Included in a list of proposals 
to save money between now 
and the end of March is to 
delay IVF treatment, not refer 
anyone for cosmetic 
interventions and to switch 
drugs used for asthma for a 
cheaper option. 

The overspend is due to ‘an 
unexpectedly high number of 
high cost specialist 
commissioning activities, such 
as critical care beds and 
cochlear implants’ [hearing 
aids], GPs are being asked to 
delay referrals for women 
under the age of 39 who want 
the fertility treatment so that 
any ‘activity’ takes place in the 
next financial year. 

It will not affect women over 
this age as they are less likely 
to have successful treatment. 
People who are currently 
prescribed a Seretide Evohaler 
are to be given one of two 
other cheaper options which 


the letter says will make an 
annual saving of £240 per 
patient. 

It also states how cosmetic 
interventions cost £220,000 
per year and GPs are asked to 
not refer such treatment or 
those considered to be of‘low 
clinical effectiveness’. 

In a joint statement local GPs 
and members of NHS Luton’s 
clinical leadership executive 
committee, said: ‘It is 
important we plan and 
manage our NHS resources 
carefully. We have recently 
experienced a higher demand 
for a number of high cost and 
specialist treatments than we 
predicted. 

“We need to continue to fund 
all these important 
treatments, while protecting 
other frontline services and so 
we have been working with 
local clinicians to find ways of 
reducing waste and to 
increase clinical effectiveness. 

‘Any initiatives to delay 
spending on certain health 
care services will not be 
permanent arrangements and 
patient safety has been the 
top priority in developing all of 
these ideas’

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Firework offences 
costs trader £ 18 k

A TRADER has been fined 
£18,000 for the sale and 
illegal storage of fireworks. 

Dunya Cash and Carry Ltd, 
of Kingsway Road, Luton, 
recently appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court and 
pleaded not guilty to two 
offences for selling fireworks 
without the appropriate 
licence, one offence for not 
displaying the required 
statutory notice and one 
offence for storing explo¬ 
sives without a storage 
licence. 

The storage was also found 
to be unsafe and in breach of 
Health and Safety regula¬ 
tions. 

An earlier trial on January 6 
at the court revealed that a 
Trading Standards officer 
visited the shop on 
December 1, 2009 and 

bought two packets of fire¬ 
works across the counter. 

By law, these should have 
been stored in a safe and 
secure place. The shop was 
also breaking the law by 
selling and storing fireworks 
without the required regis¬ 
tration and licence. 

During the investigation, 
Mohammed Somuz Miah, 


the director of the company, 
said the actual seller, Islam 
Mukthaduril, had only 
worked there for a short time 
and the fireworks were only 
in the shop as a result of the 
Eid celebrations. 

In court, Dunya Cash and 
Carry argued it should not 
be found guilty as it had 
taken all reasonable steps to 
avoid the offences taking 
place. 

However, the magistrates 
disagreed and the matter 
was adjourned for sentenc¬ 
ing to allow the company to 
provide the court with its 
accounts so the bench could 
decide on the severity of the 
penalty. 


But at the sentencing hear¬ 
ing the company failed to 
provide its accounts. 

It was also revealed that the 
person who sold the fire¬ 
works to the trading stan¬ 
dards officer was actually the 
company secretary. 

Magistrates imposed a fine 
of £2,500 on each of three 
summonses relating to the 
sale of the fireworks and 
£10,000 in relation to the 
incorrect storage of the 
fireworks. 

The company was also 
ordered to pay £882 costs to 
Luton Borough Council and 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Overall, the company was 
fined a total of £18,397. 


Firm pays a 
high price 
for forklift 
truck offence 

A COMPANY has been fined 
nearly £15,000 after its forklift 
truck struck a customer in one 
of its stores. 

Luton Borough Council health 
and safety officers took legal 
action against Bhavins Food 
Limited in Bury Park, Luton, 
after the incident. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court 
the firm pleaded guilty to three 
offences under Section 3 of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974 and the Management of 
Health and Safety at Work 
Regulations 1999. 

After careful consideration, 
magistrates fined Bhavins 
Foods £12,000 plus £2,783 
towards council costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge - a total 
of £14,798. 

Cllr Joan Bailey said: “This 
accident should not have 
happened and could have been 
avoided by simply separating 
the shopper and movement of 
the forklift truck inside the 
shop. 

“The health and safety laws 
are there to protect the public 
and employees. 

“If businesses don’t take their 
responsibilities seriously and 
endanger the lives of the public 
or employees, we will not 
hesitate to take enforcement 
action against them.”

LUTON is one of ten towns and 
cities selected as a potential 
candidate to be the home of 
Britain's first solar street. 

It was nominated by energy 
specialist Ecovision which this 
week launched the search to find 
the nation’s first street where all 
houses are suitable for the instal¬ 
lation of free solar PV panels. 

Ecovision is looking for home- 
owners in the town to sign up for 
panels on their own roofs and to 


nominate their street. Luton was 
selected due to higher than aver¬ 
age levels of sunlight and the 
number of trained solar PV 
installers in the area. 

Panels would normally cost 
between £12,000 and £15,000 to 
supply and install but people can 
now get them free through a 
government-backed scheme. 

As well as the £270 saving on 
annual electricity bills, home- 
owners can reduce their C02 by 
around one tonne per year. 

Ecovision chief executive Peter 
Randall said: “We are inviting 


people around the country to 
submit details of their street, and 
hopefully we will find one that is 
suitable to become Britain’s first 
all solar street. 

“This is an exciting opportunity 
for one of Britain’s towns or 
streets to become a true green 
pioneer and for householders to 
save hundreds of pounds on their 
electricity bills.”

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Jailed alcoholic cries

AN ALCOHOLIC who burgled 
the home of an 81-year-old 
woman while she was out at 
church was jailed for two years 
and nine months on Tuesday.

It was the second time she had 
been the victim of burglary 
Luton Crown Court was told 
and she said to police she was 
now afraid to go out and felt ‘a 
prisoner in her own home’. 


Homeless Gordon Martin 
admitted the burglary, commit¬ 
ted on fanuary 7, and also the 
burglary of the cellar of the 
Great Northern pub in Luton 
where four cases of beer were 
taken. 

He also admitted two charges 
of shoplifting and one charge of 
handling stolen property. 

Daniel Siong, prosecuting, said 
during the burglary of the pen¬ 
sioner’s home Martin stole 
around £122 in cash and a col¬ 
lection of coins. 

He left his blood on some net 
curtains after smashing a win¬ 
dow. 


Mr Siong said: “When he was 
arrested he fully admitted the 
offence and said it had been 
opportunistic to fund his alco¬ 
hol addiction. He was tearful 
and ashamed of his actions.” 

Alex di Francesco, defending, 
said: “His reaction was so strong 
when he was told the age of the 
victim, because he had been 
brought up by his grandmother. 
He has written a letter of apolo¬ 
gy- 

“He is a homeless alcoholic 
who has been unable to over¬ 
come his addiction and his 
mental health has deteriorated 
as a result.”

Time to call a halt 
on costly marches 


S O the English Defence 
League march went off 
relatively peaceful, for 
which we should be grateful. 

The organisers and the police 
did their job, especially in keep¬ 
ing the EDL marchers and 
counter demonstrators apart. 

The bad news is that the EDL 
want to march through Luton 
again in July. 

Apart from the disruption and 
the cost, this will do no good to 
Luton, its people and its reputa¬ 
tion. 

And remember the marchers 
are protesting against Islamic 
extremism. Is that the only kind 
of extremism that’s bad? Why not 
march against white Protestant 
extremism? 

And, as there was an Austrian 
speaker, what about Austrian 
extremism? Or just against 
extremism? 

The cost cannot be entirely 
ignored, as Bedfordshire taxpay¬ 
ers will pick up their share of a 
bill of nearly £1 million, mainly 
from the police. One EDL speak¬ 
er said this country was a 
democracy and the building of 
mosques should be stopped. If it 
is a democracy, and a free coun¬ 
try, why should people who want 
them not build mosques? 

Tolerance can be an over-rated 
virtue but in terms of people 
rubbing along, it is vital. 

Whereas constantly marching 
through Luton is of no help to 
anyone, so give it a rest. 

H OW old do your kids have 
to be before they can look 
after other children? 


This question raised its head 
this week when it emerged a 
mother had been cautioned 
after she left her 14-year-old 
son in charge of her three-year- 
old. This was only for half-an - 
hour but the police cautioned 
her for cruelty to children, after 
‘abandoning’ her little one. 

I think a few of us parents 
might be a little surprised at 
this. The law is pretty vague on 
what constitutes ‘abandoning’ 
your child but many of us, I am 
sure, would have thought a sen¬ 
sible 14-year-old could take 
charge of a little one for half- 
an-hour. 

Indeed I think we may have 
booked babysitters of 14 and 15 
in the past. Part of the problem 
is that there are too many rules 
and laws and once that hap¬ 
pens it is all down to interpreta¬ 
tion. Especially as the rules are 
vague. 

For example, at what age can 
you leave a child on his or her 
own? But more important we 
seem to be creating a society 
where children are children for 
much longer. My dad started 
work when he was 14 and was a 
Royal Marine Commando fight¬ 
ing in Burma at 16. 

It is not that far back in our 


history when it was quite com¬ 
mon for mothers to be as young 
as 14. It is not that long ago that 
in many large working class 
families it was quite usual for 
the older children to not just 
look after but bring up their 
younger siblings and they could 
be as young as eight or nine 
years old. 

While I would not advocate a 
return to so called Victorian val¬ 
ues many children worked in 
factories and mines before they 
reached double figures - which 
could be another initiative of 
the ConDem Government per¬ 
haps - so babysitting at 14 for a 
toddler for half-an-hour really 
does need to be put into per¬ 
spective. 

In fact there are a few around 
now, who are usually allowed to 
look after their babies. 

Soon children will have to stay 
at school until they are 18, 
when they can legally drink, 
drive and get married. 

But siblings apparently not. I 
am all for not growing up too 
quickly but, at the same time 14 
and 15-year-olds can act 
responsibly and should be 
expected so to do. After all, we 
do actually want them to grow 
up, don’t we?

Brave 

enjoys 

UNLIKE most girls her age, 
12-year-old Becky Griffin has 
undergone a number of opera¬ 
tions, including major neuro¬ 
surgery and intensive radiother¬ 
apy treatment since 2004. 

She lost sight in her right eye 
just before her sixth birthday and 
then because of further complica¬ 
tions she had to have her eye 
removed. 

Her mum Violet spoke about 
how they first thought Becky had 
conjunctivitis but doctors discov¬ 
ered she had a benign tumour 
behind her right eye. 

Violet, 44, said: “Once it was 
found, the tumour was removed 
which meant Becky was blind in 
that eye from then on.

Becky, who goes to Ashton 
Middle School, said: “We went 
down to London but didn’t know 
it was for that. 

“A pink Hummer limo picked us 
up and took us on a tour around 
London and the next day we went 
to a dog grooming parlour and a 
swish salon. 

“Holly Willoughby and Fearne 
Cotton then turned up and I was 
completely speechless. 

“They came in with a bag of 
presents which included a dress, 
coat and headband from their 
website.

NH HESPERIA HOTEL, 
LANZAROTE 

WE all know first impressions 
count, so when you walk into 
a hotel and you're immedi¬ 
ately relaxed and at ease in its 
calming surroundings you 
know you are in for a good 
time. 

The NH Hesperia in 
Lanzarote is set on the vol¬ 
canic country’s beautiful 
coast line, with views out to 
sea and towards the harbour. 

During our three-night visit 
we were lucky enough to have 
the best of both worlds; the 
relaxation at the hotel and 
the tours of the volcanic 
island which benefits from 
year-round sun and hardly 
any rain. 

We paid a visit to the 
Sunday market at Teguise 
which has an array of stalls to 
please even the most serious 
shopper; LagOmar, the house 
Omar Sharif had built and 
then lost in a game of bridge;

Verdes; the pretty cave at Los 
Jameos where tiny white 
crabfish usually found in 
deeper water can be seen;

On entering the spa hotel, 
you are taken into a huge 
reception area which is light 
and bright with huge win¬ 
dows either side to allow as 
much of the sunshine 
through as possible. 

The quirk is that most of its 
bedrooms are below the 
reception level as the hotel is 
set on the mountain side. 

The rooms are plenty big 
enough for any length of 
break, with space around 
everything you could need 
without feeling cramped - 
light and airy, and with french 
doors which open out on to 
your own balcony with glori¬ 
ous views of the coast, espe¬ 
cially at daybreak and sunset. 

The hotel has its own two 
restaurants and we sampled 
both El Risco and Botavara 


during our stay. Each had a 
range of choices to suit all 
tastes. 

We spent two nights at El 
Risco where I sampled the 
Campesina pizza (ham and 
sausage) and a prawn and 
asparagus risotto, along with 
pre-chosen starters of meats, 
cheeses and breads, and 
heavenly desserts, including 
chocolate, vanilla and coffee. 

The meals were delicious 
and certainly filled us up. 

During our stay, we were 
treated to a full body massage 
- one of the many spa treat¬ 
ments the Hesperia offers its 
guests. 

We were given the choice of 


an oil massage or an aloe vera 
one. I opted for the latter, 
thinking its hydration quali¬ 
ties would help put some 
much-needed moisture back 
into my skin after suffering in 
the winter cold. 

The treatment was incredi¬ 
bly relaxing and left me feel¬ 
ing completely unwound and 
better than I had done in a 
long time. 

We were told not to shower 
until the next morning to 
truly get the benefit of it and I 
have to say my skin the fol¬ 
lowing day had never felt so 
good. 

The spa itself was incredibly 
calming and benefits from 
saunas, jacuzzis, a relaxation 
room, hot coal baths, and a 
pool with an array of massag¬ 
ing and relaxing areas, 
including waterfalls. 

Having never been to 
Lanzarote before, it’s certainly 
a place I’d go back to - there 
are plenty of places to discov¬ 
er, given its volcanic history, 
but you can also relax and 
unwind as well right from the 
moment you arrive.

Claude Gnakpa squandered a free header wide 
of Davies’ goal from Alex Lawless’ delivery 
before Dan Gleeson had a long-range drive 
deflected marginally wide for a corner. 

But the Hatters continued to look uncharacter¬ 
istically shaky at the back and Tyler had to be at 
his best to deny Jamie McGuire’s header with a 
fingertip save to push the ball over the bar. 

Shortly after, Nathan Pond wasted a glorious 
chance as he headed over from five yards. The 
defender didn’t realise that Vieira was waiting 
ready to strike less than a yard behind him. 

Luton would have felt disappointed to go in at 
half-time level though, as Lawless then came 
millimetres away from putting the Hatters back 
in front with his swerving effort from long range 


smashing the upright and rebounding to safety. 

Barnes-Homer then had a fantastic opportuni¬ 
ty on the stroke of half-time after Owusu nodded 
down Lawless’s cross but the England C interna¬ 
tional seemed to take too long lining up his shot 
and ended firing wide of the target.

England boss backs Matthew 
to prove his worth for Hatters

ENGLAND C manager Paul Fairclough 
believes that Matthew Barnes-Homer’s 
match-winning strike against Belgium 
shows why Luton Town paid 
Kidderminster Harriers a five-figure fee 
for his services last season. 

The marksman has shot his way to the 
top of the club’s goalscoring charts this 
term with 13 goals and his seventh- 
minute effort on Wednesday in front of 
his home Kenilworth Road crowd sent 
the Three Lions to the International 
Challenge Trophy final. 

“What a good finish,” said Fairclough 
after the 1-0 win on Wednesday. 

“That’s why Luton paid a lot of money 
for him. Hopefully that type of quality 
will pay off for them and get them pro¬ 
moted.” 

The hitman was joined in the side by 
his Hatters team-mates Amari Morgan- 
Smith and fake Howells - who won the 
man-of-the-match award - as the players 
from the Football Conference more than 
matched a strong Belgian outfit who 
numbered some young players from top 


European clubs like Anderlecht and PSV 
Eindhoven. 

Fairclough, who also manages League 
Two Barnet, thinks that the Town trio’s 
performance shows what quality exists 
outside of the Football League. 

“People seem to underestimate the 
England C team,” he said. “The players 
have all had difficult times somewhere 
along the line and there’s a united bond 
straight away because they feel that 
they’ve been let down and they’ve all got 
points to prove. 

“They are all very brave people because 
football is scattered with people who 
pack it in as soon as they get a knock, but 
these lads say, ‘No. I’m going to get back 
in and give it more’, and now they’re play¬ 
ing in the international team.” 

The Birmingham-born forward made 
his fifth appearance for his country in 
midweek, and was the most capped 
player in the starting line-up along with 
skipper Max Porter (Rushden & 
Diamonds), but if he’s picked for the final 
against either Italy or Portugal it will be 
his last game as he is now somewhat of a 
veteran for the under-23 side. His goal 
was his second in an England shirt after 


he scored the winner on his debut 
against Poland in November last year 
and he was glad to register again as he 
has now drawn a blank in his last eight 
league games for Luton, including yes¬ 
terday’s disappointing 3-1 defeat to 
Fleetwood Town which saw them lose 
ground on their title rivals. 

“I haven’t scored for a while so it was 
good to find the back of the net,” he said 
on Wednesday. “It was good playing at 
Luton because it made me feel more 
comfortable. We’ve played away in 
recent games so it was good to play back 
in England.” 

Barnes-Homer and England are now 
90 minutes away from reclaiming the 
Trophy they last won in 2006. And the 
striker is fighting on three fronts domes¬ 
tically, despite Luton slipping seven 
points adrift of Conference leaders AFC 
Wimbledon and three behind Crawley 
yesterday. 

On the prospect of a treble the forward 
said: “That would be a great achieve¬ 
ment but the final is not until May or 
September so [with Luton] we can con¬ 
centrate on winning the league and the 
FA Trophy.” 


Angry Money calls on players to bounce back after pitiful
